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In Memoriam Dr. Gerhard Jacoby, DL3ME 
HONORARY DIRECTOR OF OOTC 
On April 8th, 2002 our friend Gerhard Jacoby, DL3ME, 
passed away at the age of 91 just four months after his 
beloved wife ULLi. Already during his schooldays in 1927 
Gerhard had contact to radio technology and operated a self- 
constructed but illegal broadcasting transmitter in Berlin. 


The good programme of music and classic radio plays 
was praised by the press. In the same year he became 
involved in amateur radio due to a fortunate circumstance 
and received his first radio amateur call sign EK4AT, Later 
D4AT. During the same year he was Lucky enough to go to the 
USA on a school exchange for six months. We assume that he 
already made contacts with American radio amateurs during 
that time. 


He studied law at the University of Freiburg, Germany 
‘and at the Sarbonne, Paris and did his doctorate at the 
University of Rostock, Germany. He was employed for several 
‘years at Siemens & Halske as a legal adviser. In 1939 he 
‘was conscripted to the army and worked as a radio operator 
‘and instructor, especially at the encoder. After the war 
in 1946 he married his wife UL1Li and had two sons and one 
daughter. 


Due to his Legal and particularly his Linguistic 
proficiency he worked for the High Commission in Frankfurt 
for several years. Later he was executive manager of an 
accounting company in Munich. There he had excellent 
contacts to the German film industry and often went on 
business trips to the USA, Africa and several countries in 
Furope, where he made contacts to many hams. 


In 1951 he received his permanent call sign DL3ME and 
was very active with it. In 1971 he joined the QCWA and 
held the position of vice chairman of the German Chapter 
for many years. In 198@ he was appointed the first non- 
American Director of the QCWA. Until his death he was 
Honorary Director of the OOTC. 


In Germany he was one of the founders of the German 
Amateur Radio Museum in Munich. We really miss him. He was 
a model for many people. We will always remember him fondly.

My first awareness of radio, from around age 3 on, was 
at my mother's family house in Germany. In the evenings we 
would gather around a big 3@’s era wooden cabinet table 
model radio, with a big backlit slide-rule dial, and Listen 
to international shortwave broadcasts. It made me realize 
there was a big world out there. 

At age eight I saw a picture of a young boy "radioman" 
operating a breadboard crystal radio with a spider-web coil, 
connected to a Longwire antenna. Signals were drawn in to 
‘indicate they were coming in across mountain ranges and 
‘oceans. Radio started to become an obsession for me. 

In 1958, at age 10, my family moved to the West Coast. 

I set up a bare table in my new bedroom as a radio workbench. 
On it I placed a cabinet-less "All American-Five" AM radio 
‘that my uncle had repaired and given to me. An unbreakable 
‘circuit had been closed. 

I started a experiment notebook covering all my big 
interests. It became dominated by radio-electronics. It 
testified that I was able to copy 5 wom. Among my notes was: 
"In an oscillator circuit condenser A is needed so grid B 
will not explode." 

I experimented with coins, razor blades, safety pins 
as detectors. I made my own headphone by mounting a Little 
elecromagnet inside a shoe polish can. I drifted off to 
sleep Listening to my crystal radios. 

I obtained many parts from radio shop trash cans, 
burned my hands learning how to solder, saw my projects 
burn up on first power-up. At age 11 I finally obtained a 
117N7 and built a one tube AC powered radio. I saved hard 
to buy transistors only to burn them out. 

A gift of the 1949 Radio Amateurs Handbook Left me 
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wide-eyed and speechless. I resolved I would not Leave this 
earth before owning a pair of 25@THs. No more mystery about 
"grid-bias.” With the help of my "Elmer" K7DCL, I received my 
Novice license. ‘I had Learned a most useful Language and it 
was just a matter of polishing it. At age i2 I was on the air 
from my parent's garage in Bellevue, WA with a homebrew rig. 
It was neat to be on a first-name basis with so many adults. 
Visiting a really powerful homebrew shack, the Chief Op 
introduced me to mercury-vapor rectifiers. It was Like the 
high priest taking the initiate to the holy fire. 

At a 1962 radio club meeting in Pennsylvania I witnessed 
a lightning bolt strike the club's antenna which reached the 
operating table. The operator went flying backwards. He was 
unhurt and immediately started taking apart the Hammarlund 
boatanchor which was on the air again well before the next 
club meeting. Later I received the shock of my life from 
big filter capacitors which Levitated me across the room and 
against the wall to the ceiling! 

One spring day in 1979 I made contact with George, W1AE. 
When I found out that George had first keyed spark in 1908, I 
had to have his QSL card. It remains my most precious QSL. 

To this day making contact with old timers gives me the 
feeling of contact with the earlier days of wireless with its 
own, special, exciting pioneering flavor. 

From George I first Learned about the existence of the 
Old Old Timers Club. It would be a Little while before I 
discovered just who George Sterling was. It was much Longer 
before I could apply for membership in OOTC.. 

My last "Elmer", Skeet, W2WU CRomaine Watrous) graduated 
me as a radioman. He set high goals, then poured confidence 
into my abilities. I set my goal of getting advanced, extra 
and commercial Licenses, including radar endorsement by my 
birthday the next year. In March 1982 I did just that at the 
new FCC office in Buffalo. 

During the 8@'s I had one of my most interesting CW 
contacts. We were gunning along at a pretty good clip and the 
QSO got more into our personal details. He let on that he was 
completely deaf. I expected him to say that his computer was 
easily copying my good fist. Nope! He had his Fingertips on 
his receiver's speaker cone.
